MS- 
Word teaches a default document based upon its associated template which describes a specific resume style, including directions to 
click on various resume positions to type relevant information (also achieved via Resume Wizard) - a style and type of resume is chosen 
personal data is entered, and a customized resume is displayed. This is applied to teach the limitation: "displaying a plurality of resume 
styles for user selection... style of fields of data from the database".
